The Chicigo Tribune publishes a letter
from HMonolul, written by Charles M
Pepper, giving an interesting deseription
of how Hawall 1= now governoed, The
general scheme of the provisional republic
Includes a president, a senate and & houss
of repressptatives, ¢xecutive heads of the
suveral depmrtments, and a councll of
stnte. The last-named body I8 composed
of fifteen moembors, five of whom are ap-
pointed by the senate, five by the house
of representatives, and live by the preei-
dent, The members of the council are
lending men who are not actively ens
gaged In public affuirs, and inclure native
Hawallans. The prevozatives of this body
are thus described The counctl has
power 1o appropriate public moneys dur-
i periods Intervening between the sos-
Wions of the legislature, 1t ACts A8 & par-
don board In conjunction with the presi-
dent and cabinet, and {8 also llable to be
convened by the president whenever is
advite may be wanted in qulet Limes
ke the present small need s shown for
a councll of state, yet s existence 18 a
gource of reserve power that tends to
strengthen the whole fabric of the state.

The constitutlon was modeled after that
of the Unlted States, with annexation ¢X-
pressly In view, and with the ldea of
habltuating the peonle to the American
